SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH- 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS. 


THe sole head of a family, or any 
inale over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available Do- 
minion landin Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
or Alberta, The applicant must appear 
in person at the Dominion Lands Agency 
or Sub-Apency for the District. Entry 
by proxy may be made at the oftice of 
any Local Agent of Dominion Lands 
(not sub-agent), on certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acre3, on certain con- 
ditions. A habitable house is required 
in every case, except when residence is 
performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead, Price 
$3 per acre. Duties—Six months resi- 
dence in each of six years from date of 
homestead aut (including the time re- 
quired to earn homestead patent) and 50 
acres extra crdtivation. The area of 
cultivation is subject to reduction in case 
of rough, serubby or stony land after 
report by Homestead Inspector on appli- 
cation for patent. 

A homesteader who has exhausted his 
homestead right and cannot obtain a 
pre-emption may take a purchased home- 
stead in certain districts, Price $8 per 
acre. Duties— Must reside six months 
in each of -three years, cultivate 50 acres 
and erect a house worth $300,

Sergt. Hayter reported that F the 
people in his district had no idea 
whatever of their age, and they knew 
nothing of our divisions of time. They 
are sometimes polymagists, some- 
times polyandrists They are fond 
of children, but change them about, 
adopting some or giving their own 
away, according to convenience, 80 
that {t was hard to reckon by famt- 
lies. 

M. Fabien Vanasse, historiograph- 
er of the Canadian government steam- 
ship Arctic, under Captain Bernier, 
was appointed to trke the census of. 
Baffin Island, and took in addition the 
census of Kilkcnek, or Port Burwell, 
on the south side of Hudson Straits. 
His report contains the following ‘n- 
teresting remarks as to conditions 
amongst the Eskimos. 

“The yearly value of the hunt for 
each Eskimo hunter is placed at $890 
or $1,000 on the premises, If this for- 
saken one ci civilization were living 
fn the proximity of our competitive 
markets, if he knew the value of the 
products of the hunt, if he was more 
concerned :bout the future, he might 
live tn modest comfort, in spite of all 
the inconveniences he has to suffer 
from the inhospitable climate where 
God has placed him. But,  unfcr- 
tunately, the Eskimo has no idea of 
the economic values he holds in his 
hands after his slaughter of ten or 
twenty polar bears, his capture of 
25 or 30 and sometimes 100 foxes, of 
eight to ten wolves, of hundreds of 
large salmon, each weighing ten, 
twenty or thirty pounds, and which 
he throws to tho dogs. Besides this, 
he Js obviously cheated each year by 
the alimmers of the sea, who visit 
him to collect his furs. At the trad- 
{ng centres he exchanges for a few 
founds of biscuits cr tobacco, a ‘ew 
quar.s of molasses, pipes, matches 
and some yards of showy cotton 
goods, his silky furs of the greatest 
econcmic value. Generally speaking, 
the Eskino does not attain a very ad- 
van‘el age. Some have been met, 
however, aged from 60 to 65 years. 
The aversge length of life of this 
Uttic people is frovy 35 to 40 years. 


STEER FEEDING IN ALBERTA 


Practical Work of Demonstration Sta- 


tlons—Weed Out Thin Stcers 


During the season of 1913 three 
hundred and ninety steers were fed 
on four of the Alberta demonstration 
farms. Results of previous years 
have convinced vs that outdoor feed- 
ing is profitable, provided it is pos- 
sible to secure large, smooth steers, 
with good breeding and with plenty 
of substance. As each year passes 
the problem of buying suitable steers 
for outdoor feeding becomes greater. 
We have found in our work that un- 
less two-year-old steera are well 
grown and in good condition it does 
not pay to feed them, and particularly 
fs this the case if they have to be 
put into a yard with older cattle. In 
buying large steers there is also the 
advantage of the spread in prices be- 
tween fall and spring. If a 1,600 
found animal is bought at 6c. and 
sold at Sc, the pzofit on account of 
‘the spread in prices amounts to $20, 
and if a 1,200 povnd animal is bought 
in at 6c, and sold out at 8c, the profit 
on account of the spread in prices is 

24, a direct gain of $4 in favor of the 
eavier steer.

Electric Snow 

A wierd account of his experiences 
on the vast unknown Antarctic con- 
tinent during, his expedition of 1911- 
128 was given ihe other day by Dr, 
Mawson to the Fellcws of the Royal 
Geographical Society. He described | 
the landing of the base party on 
Arelie Land, immediately south of 
Australia. This stretch of territory 
proved to ba the windiest op earth. 

Stones were whirled in the air; 
anything not buried in the snow was 
torn down by the tempest. Fortun- 
ately the hut in which they lived 
was drifted over to such an extent 
that only a small portion of its roof 
showed abote the surface. 

The drifiing snow became charged 
with electricity, and at night all

PULPWOOD CONSUMPTION 


An Increase of Over Twenty-Eight 
Per Cent. la the Quantity of Pulp- 
wood Used by Canadian Mills 
In 1913 
The annual statistics on the pulp in- 
dustry in Canada are given in a bulle- 
tin to be issued shortly by the fores- 
try branch of the interior depart- 
ment. A total of 48 firms operating 
65 pulp-mills in Canada in 1913 re- 
ported the consumption of over a mil- 
lion cords of pulpwood, This is an in- 
crease of 28.1 per cent. over the fig- 
ures for 1912 and shows clearly the 
rapidly increasing importance of the 
pulp and paper industry in Canada. 
Over eight hundred thousand tons 
of pulp were manufectured, cf which 
ground-wood) or mechanical pulp 

formed over seventy per cent. 
Quebee has always been the leading 


' province in this industry and in 1913 


manufactured over half of the pulp 
produced. The industry in British 
Columbia is rapidly growing, this pro- 
vince having moved up from last 
place on the list in 1911 to third 
place In 1913. 

Spruce is still the most important 
wood used in the industry although 
balsam fir in the east and hemlock in 
British Columbia are being used in 
greater quantities each year as the 
supply of spruce available for this 
purpose becomes more difficult to ob- 
tain. One of the greatest drains on 
the spruce supply is caused by the 
export of unmunufactured pulpwood 
to the United States. 

During 1913 a total of 1,035,030 
cords of unmanufactured pulpwood 
were exported from Sanada. This 
wood might have been manufactured 
into pulp in Canada and would have 
been sufficient to supply 60 mills of 
the average size e? those operating 
in Canada at the present time. 

Restrictive legislation in most of 
the Canadian provinces has checked 
this export of raw material and the 
proportion of wood so exported is de- 
creasing each year although it still 
represents almost half the total quaat- 
ity of prlpwood produced.

jin these two provinces have been ob- 
j‘#ined. It is a fact, however, that 
jthere are in Manitoba thousands of 
acres of good land still open, although 
jlast year in the Oak Point district 
there was a big influx of settlers. 

A computation of the free grant 
lands just made shows that there re- 
mains in Manitoba more than 25,000 
|homesteads and many of them of the 
|very finest lands in the Dominion, 
jand some within 60 miles of Winnt- 
peg. 

Generally the homesteads remain- 
ing are of the kind called the poor 
| man’s homestead. Many of them 
jhave been Jeft because the settlers 
were anxious for the prairie land, 
where they could immediately com- 
| mence breaking and sowing. The 
homesteads now available for the 
most part have sufficient timber to 
| supphy building material and fuel. 
They are well watered and adapted 
| for mixed farming, the kind of farm.

Out of the total of 174,706 home 
steads, 142,262 are tributary to the 
; Canadian Northern Railway. Roughly 
; Speaking they follow the main line

Burning Water 

Dry coal Goes not produce as much 
heat as coal that is considerahy 
damp. It is, of course. a fact that a 
greater heat makes the fuel more 
valuable, and it is essential to know 
aN. to secure the mos: from ordinary 
uel, 

Coal that is to be burned in a fur- 
Nace, a stove or a grate for immed- 
fate heat will produce nearly one- 
tourth more heat when wet than 


s0 as to prcduce a long continued, 
moderate heat will produce a little 
more tha. one-third more heat if 
there is plenty of of moisture than 
can be secured if the coal is real dry. 

Large lumps of coal can be soaked 
in a pail of water for half an hour, 
and the heat will be increased nearly 
one-half. This is done in cases whore 
the lumps are used in stoves tightty 
closed, such us those known as air- 
tight furnaces. 

Several pails of water thrown over 
a ton of coal will increase its value 
| ereatly to the consumer. Coal will 
{burn briskly in wet and almost air- 
{less mines, «nd it is said the heat is

RECREATION FACILITIES 
Necessity For Their Provision ty! 
Municipal Enterprise 
One of the most notable features | 
in the deveiopment of municipal en- 
terprise during the past decade was 
the playgrounds movement. Within 
six years of the formation of the 
Playground association of America, 
in 1906, more than 400 American 
cities had entered upon the scheme 
of supervised recreation centres for 
children as a municipal undertaking. 
The movement has also gained rapid- 


minion and S‘ontreal, Toronto, Winni- 
peg and other Canadian cities have 
undertaken the carsying on of super- 
vised playgrounds. Its remarkable 
popularity and growth may be attr:b- 
uted to universal recognition of ‘ts | 
value as a prime preventive measure 
jn the interest of public health aad 
as the sole available means of secur- 
ing to the urban child one of the es- 
sentials of his existence, 
prerogative, as it is a necessity, of 
healthy, normal childhood. 


It takes litUle persuasion, beyond 


the silent, convincing proof of living; 


conditions in our industrial centres, to 
induce city governments to come to 
the aid of children whose only play- 
ground is the pavement or the alley. 
The standard of future citizenship de- 
pends too vitally upon their proper 
training to permit neglect of any 
means whereby that training may 
be made to include a full share of 
wholesome, character-forming games. 
And, in view of the failure to secure— 
one may almost sey, the impossibility 
of securing—the necessary facilities 
through private and individual initia- 
tive, it becomes the duty of municipal- 
ities, as such, to undertake the pro- 
vision of accessible, spacious, well- 
equipped and properly supervised play 
and recreavion centres, It is a form 
of public enterprise to which no valid 
objection can be offered. 

The question of publicly provided 
recreation fact.ities, however, 
solved merely through the faction of 
juvenile necds. It is one of wider 
application, anl has; just as much im- 
portance, although it has received 
scant consideration, in regard to the 
adult population of great urban cities. 
Recreation of mind and body is as 
necessary in the well rounded exis- 
tence of the adul: human being as is 
play in that of the normal child. The 
common objection to government ac- 
tion of a paternal nature waives its 
validity in the face of economic neces- 
sity, at least in respect to children. 
Under certain circumstances it must 
do likewise where adults are concern- 
ed—where, «as in the case of recrea- 
tion, collective action must be ja- 
voked to provide those facilities which 
modern industrial organization has 
made it impossible for the individual 
limself to secure.—O.M., in Conser- 
vation.
